PULITZER    FOR    THOMPSON 

For  i-'rnst  Biography.  Lawr- 
ence Thompson,  a  member  of 
the  Department  of  English  at 
Pr.nceton  University  for  the 
past  24  years,  this  week  was

winner  for  his  biography  of 
the  late  poet  Robert  Frost. 

Prof.  Thompson,  who  lives

COtne  his  biographer  after  the 
poet  rejected  Prof.  Thomp- 
son's own  nominees:  Carl  Van- 
Doien,  Bernard  DeVoto  and 
Louis   Untermeyer.

three  feet  was  granted  to  Wen 
Fong.  83  Allison  Road,  last 
week  bv  the  Borough  Zoning 
Board. 

The  Fongs  plan  to  add  a 
1.500  square  foot  addition  ton 
sisting  of  a  bedroom,  living 
room  and  study  to  their  pre- 
story  home.
